IS CHALLENGED 


T he P ennsylvania gam e com m is­ 
sion was ordered by the D auphin 
county court in H arrisburg today 
to “show cause" why it should not 
be restrain ed from declaring a six- 
day open season for antlerless deer 
from Novem ber 28 to D ecem ber 3. 
T he court ordered the commission 
to file an answ er w ithin ten days 
to a petition filed by A ttorney S terl­ 
ing G. McNees attacking the con­ 
stitu tio n ality of the anterless deer 
season dates. 
T he petition contended the com ­ 
m ission was w ithout authority u n ­ 
der th e act of the legislature to d e­ 
clare 
such 
an 
open 
season 
for 
antlerless deer and close the season 
for buck deer.

JOHN J. INGALLS 
llfH E N I was a boy in the eighties, a colorful figure flourished 
” 
was a United States Senator from Kansas. 
His nam e was John J 
Ingalls. He was a lawyer, scholar and writer as well. He wrote one small 
bit th at gsve him fame throughout the world—that brief poem, ‘‘Op­ 
portunity.” 
He wrote things, also. th a t are quoted today—50 years later. 
I came 
across one of his pieces recently, being the first paragraph from an 
oration delivered a t the death of another Senator. 
So fine a piece of j 
writing it is th a t I wish to quote it in full. T he oration was later pub­ 
lished under the title of ‘ The Democracy of the Dead.” 
Here is the 
paragraph: 
‘‘In the democracy of the dead all men a t last are equal. There 
is neither rank nor station nor prerogative in the republic of the 
grave. 
At this vital threshold the philosopher ceases to be wise 
and the song of the poet is silent. Dives casts off his purple, and 
Lazarus his rags; the poor man is as rich as the richest, and the 
rich m an is as poor as the poorest. The creditor loses his usury, 
and the debtor is acquitted of his obligation. 
There the proud 
m an surrenders his dignities, the politician his honors, the w ood­ 
ing his pleasures; the invalid needs no physician, and the laborer 
rests from his unrequited toil. 
Here as last is N ature’s final 
decree in equity. The wrongs of time are redressed, injustice is 
expiated, the irony of fate is refuted, the unequal distribution of 
wealth, honor, capacity, pleasure and opportunity which m akes 
life so cruel and inexplicable a tragedy, ceases in the realm of 
death. 
The strongest there has no supremacy, and the weakest 
needs no defense. The mighty captain succumbs to the invincible 
adversary who disarm s alike the victor and the vanquished.” 
It is well for us to ponder over the thoughts expressed in this re­ 
markable utterance in our mad rush to beat out the other fellow, or to 
say something th a t we thins: should make the other fellow “squirm .”
